third of the 1951-52 average, 
the Department of National 
Health and Welfare said. 


The provinces reported a total 
ef 77 cases, of which 51 or 66 per- 
cent -ere the paralytic variety, to 
July 7. 

The 77 cases constitute 41 per- 
cent of. the 163 reported at the 
game time in 1955 and only 33 
percent of the 231 reported for the 
five-year average. ,
